Ten years ago, 
a l{u.s.sian asked an Bngllshman if the 
Ilusslan lanKuage was taught in Eng- 
lish Shools, and lie was obliged to 
answer in the neRatlve, but at the 
present time this has been remedied, 
although the Him.'tiun languaRP Is the 
ninsl difficult to learn. lOngli.sh is 
tauKht in most of the sihools in Rus- 
Bla, and as Ihf- sc lionl is the grow- 
inu point of the nation, we can liope 
for great Ihlnps in the futurr. 
In Russia there l.s a want of lionio- 
enelty. As a whole, KnKlish is a

Religion plays a wonderful part In 
.he life of the Russian — a stranger 
part than it does in the Western 
world. Indeed, it is difficult for Kng- 
ilsli people to sympathize with II. 
The mind of Russia has slept for a 
thousand years, and they live still in 
mysticism and wonder. Theirs is a 
religion based on magic, the spirit 
forces of the other vwjrld being cap- 
able of control, hut the trick must be 
known. For example, electricity Is 
very mysterious, but the engineer has 
learned how to control it and make 
it perform wonders. So the Russian 
thinks that their priests have learn- 
ed the art of controlling the spirits, a 
control exercised by the rites, cer» 
monies and formulae of their Church. 
Christianity Is looked upon as an- 
other set of formulae for controll- 
ing the forces of the other world. If 
you go into one of their churches, you 
will find uo suit»; everyone stands. 
There is no sermon, and the people 
do not cDPii to he taught. There is 
no turning round, looking at one's 
neighbour, or talking, hut a quiet, 
seriousnes.s prevaihi. You are Im- 
mediately struck by ilie tremendous 
reality and touched and thrilled by 
the emotion of it all; somotiines they 
are overcome and prostrate them- 
selves; but not in any formal way. 
Thr.y do not kneel or prostrate them- 
selves together;; one might be 
standing whilst another is kneeling. 
One man Is struck by the reality of 
a PRESKNCK, and down h- falls to 
the ground to make lils obeisance. 
Condutl Is divorced fnnii religion. In 
the West, when people make a pro- 
fessii-.n of religion and do .•■onielhing 
(ierloiisly wrong, we douht them, and 
riglitly so; hut in Ru.-Hi.i, .-, man luay 
gel drunk whilst on pilgrlniaKe, and 
nothing would be thought of It. They 
think the animal part of their nature 
Is quite distinct from the spiritual 
part; the offence is not against 
Ood; it is against himself or his 
neighbour, and this he docs not think 
matters a great drnl. 

Russia owes a great den I to the 
present war, and the Russians think 
much of their alliance with Kngland. 
When we declared war in August, 
1914, there were tremendous crowds 
cryfag, "Now we shall win"; they 
felt the issue was certain, and they 
are proud of (he fpct that they have 
been brou,"iii into Inttmalo. alliance 
with th'3 ••L.inri of the Free," A 
Russian gentleman paid ten years 
ago. "I believe we shall make more 
po!!t;f:al progn «s in the next fifty 
yeirf. linn ym\ have done In five 
l-.'Uirlred ■■ 1' is thraueh her wars 
•ha' f!r. 'la has pro^-.^e -sed. In 1S.'.4 
she fought the ('rlmean War, which 
WIS followed by the relejuso of the 
Serbs, In 1904, she fought the Jap 
anese, and the e.stabllshment of the 
liniha foilnwed. In 1910 she Is fight 
lug with GfTmaay, and this war will 
be followed by tremendous steps in 
the direction of making a really free 
Itus:>ia, with a govemment reapen- 
Kiblf to the Duma instead of to the 
Tzar.

any assurance thtit the Courts would 
adopt this view. iTb^re are decisions 
(perhaps of no great value), which 
limit even the power of purchase to 
the purchase of nocediiarles. There 
are other decisions (entitled to more 
respect) which, while according to the 
married woman tho power of udraln- 
iHlering her property— whatever that 
may mean— deny-Ao her all power of 
disposition. It isi'hlghly nnsatlnfac- 
tory that on a .subject of fUcU fun- 
damental Importance one can get no 
guiding light either from the jurispru- 
dence of the Courts or from the doc- 
trine of the text books — still less 
from the conversation of lawyers. 
Tho latter naturally play for safety, 
and create a professional ' opinion 
which is unfavorable to liberty. For 
ray own part 1 shall borrow some of 
their caution, and say that the free- 
(loll) of the wiiinan separate as to 
properly i.f not. so far as 1 can Judge, 
a freedom of a very extensive or valu- 
able character, lie that as it may, it 
Is the fullest freedom that llie law 
of this Province allows to a married 
woman. 

10. — Hetore leaving llie law of this 
Province let nie point out some fur- 
thiir disabilitii's which apply to the 
married woman, whether married in 
community or separate as to proper- 
ty. She cannot (jlve to her hURbaiid 
or accept from him a gift for tho 
consorts are not allowed to benefit 
each other by gift (Arts. 770 and 
i::i)5), nur can she sell to him or buy 
from him (Art. 1483). She cannot 
make a gift to the third person/ or re- 
ceive a gift from htm, or her, without 
her husband's consent (Art. 768). 
Without tlie leave of her husband, or 
on hl.s refusal, of the Court, site can- 
not alienate her immoveable property 
(Art. 14:!4). nor accept a succession 
(Art. 643). But slic may make a will 
(Art. 184), for n will takes efl'cct but 
from death— and deatli .sets her free. 

11. — 1 turn noAv to the law of the 
other Trovlnces. It is derived, of 
course, from the law of England. 
Here, perhaps, you will bear with me 
while I enter Into a short historical 
retrospect. It is the beet way of get- 
ting to understand what the law ts 
at the present day. The old common 
law of England was no kinder to tho 
married woman than the law of 
France — rather the reverse. The 
Knglish I.aw created no community 
of property between husband and 
wife. It took a simpler course. It 
handed over the wife's moveable pro- 
perty along with her person to the 
husbnnd. This applieil eiiually to 
what she owned when slie married, 
and to what she actjuired during tlie 
marriage. Husliand and wife were 
one persfin— but that person was the 
husband. As to her tmmovcables, 
the law was much tho same as it is 
here. The wifo remained owner, but 
the husband took, the rents and pro- 
fits. The married woman could not 
contract, and could not sue or be 
8u«d In her own name. Such was 
the common law of Pingland. It ro- 
mained substantially unaltered until 
Ist January, 1883. You will observe 
that If a wealthy girl married with- 
out a marriage settlemqnt all the 
moveable property which she 'acquir- 



ed after marriage vested in her hus- 
band absolutely an his own.' Against 
him tho wife hud no right to it .what- 
ever. The trudillonal gibe against the 
English law that It also permitted 
wife-boating is perhaps unfounded. 

12. — I have described what happen- 
ed if there was no marriage suttle- 
lucnt — the equivalent of what iu this 
Province is called a marriage con- 
tract. If there was a marriage sut- 
tleraent things were entirely differ- 
ent. If property was vested in trus- 
tees for the separate use of tho mar> 
ried woman she was free to deal with 
it ill all respects »» her ov.'n, and to 
tha extent of snc'.i separate property 
could bind herself by contract aa 
freely as if she had remained unmar- 
ried. This was what was known as 
j "the separate estate of a married 
I woman." It was (he creature of that 
■ much maligned institution the Court 
I of Ciiantery. 

j Hefore tlie end of the ISth Century 
It was found that married women 
! sometimes abused their nfiwly ac- 
j quired freedom. They made over thtiir 
I property to their husbands or . mort- 
gaged It to secure tbelr-° husband's 
debts. Accordingly, the law which 
bad so lately set them free devised 
a now M'ay of tying them up. Dy a 
clause called the "restraint upon an- 
ticipation" It was found possible to 
prevent a married woman from malt- 
mjç away with her capital or anticl- 
pating I lie Income accruing from It. 
.Such clauses are very fi^ec(ueut in 
Knsllsli marriage settlements. The 
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oniplain are the woman's creditors, 
who find it an obstacle In the way o* 
enforcing their claims. 

1,1.— In England, then, the state of 
things was this. For women who 
married without :i settlement (aa in 
the humbler classes they mostly did) 
complete absorption of their move- 
able property in the properly of their 
husband; for women who married 
with a settlement -(as in the well-to- 
do classes they ihostly did), complete 
freedom and Indopendonee.- 

But nowadays this sharp contrast 
no longer exists. The Married Wo- 
men's Property Act of 1682 — the 
c:hartcr of the Liberties of Married 
Women-— enacts in effect that any 
property acquired hy them on or af- 
ter tlie Ist January, 1883, shall be 
their separate property. They may 
dispose of it and contract with re- 
spect to It Just as freely as If they 
had remained unmarried. 

14. — l'erhaps you will think I am 
talking; about the law of Knglnnd 
when 1 ought to be talking about the 
law of Canada. Well, I have only to 
add tlipf. acts framed upon the model 
of the English Married Women's Pro- 
perty Act of 1882 are in force in al'. 
the common law Provinces of Canada. 
Speaking broadly, therefore, and with 
out the qualifications I should use in 
speakini; to lawyers, I may say that 
the disabilities of married women as 
regards property and contract are at 
the present day. in those happy re- 
gions, matters 9f ancient histoir. 

16.— Contrast the position of the 
married woman tn this Province. Her 
children, boys and girls, may enter in- 
to contracts aQd,the law 'wlU bub- 
tain tbemi i( they are not found to bo 
prejudioial to their interepiti. But 
9he, the mother o( the family, if mar- 
ried with commanity of good*, pan- 
not x^ntract under any clrcumstanceB, 
anco or authority of her husbaud. She 
occupies a position intermediate be- 
tween that of the lunatic who can- 
not contract under any circumstacnes, 
and the minor, who can contract for 
his advantage, but not to his detri- 
ment. If she haa stipulated for a sep 
aration of goods she is still some- 
thing ot a slave. She cannot disposf 
of her land; she may administer her 
moveable property; but it Is uncer- 
tain how far she may dispose of It 
even by way of sale or exchange. She 
cannot dispose of it by way of gift, 
because she cannot be trusted to ox- 
ereiso a wise discretion. She may 
not receive gifts, because It is im- 
proper that a married woman should 
accept gifts except from her hnshand. 
But neither can she accept a present 
from her husband, for the law for- 
bids gifts between liusband and wife 
lest affection should render either of 
them denf to the dictates ot prudence. 

Hi.— Well, 1 have fulfilled my prom- 
ise to speak to you ot the legal dis- 
ablUtJes ot. married wonaen. My 
function Is rather to tell you what 
tho law is than to observe to you 
what it çught to be. I will conclude 
merely with a caution and a sugges 
Hon. First, by way of caution, I will 
say this, that for simple people IIv 
Ing on the farm or carrying on a pet 
ty trade the system ot community of 
goods is not (o be indiscriminately 
condemned. The idea of a flnancia! 
partnership between the spouses Is 
not a had one. it nuiognlr-es the fact 
that the meusiiro of success which 
attends the husband's economic and 
} Industrial ventures Is in many caecs 
duo as much to the wife's exertions 
."E to his own. In any case commun 
Ity of goods is an institution of secu- 
lar ' antiquity, firmly rooted, in tlie 
law and customs of this Province, 
widely diffused amongst the Latin 
races of Kurope and America. Such 
an Institution cannot be set aside 
with a sneer, nor. frightened out of 
existence by a crusade. 

The suggestion I venture to make 
j ill that If you think, as I do myself, 
that the law nf married women's pro- 
perty in this Province la unsuited to 
the commercial lite of a great city. 
! and Ii; nn afiront to the large and 
I ini reasinK body of women who are 
quite aK wpII able to attend to their 
nffiiirK, Hs any other persons, men or 
V oni'-'i, married or unmarried, you 
Oi'jiild ilireci your efforts to secur- 
ing H'.ich an alteration In the Laws 
of the Province as will make it pos- 
sible for married women by a mar 
riage contract to stipulate for the 
amplest measure of proprietaiy and' 
contractual independence. 

In South Africa, which, like Que- 
beu,,ls a c:ivll Law Jurisdiction, it Is 
I ( nmpetent to a woman by ànte-nnp- 
j Hal contract to reserve to herself 
free control over her property 
. fully and effectually as if no mar- 
. rl:ige had taken place." 
i The same freedom should be allow- 
I ed by the law of this Province, 
j It is a remarkable fact that the 
I custom of Paris from whlcb our law 
is derived, allowed this freedom. The 
existing Inability of the married wo- 
man to contract herself out of th» 
limtutions which' Ihe low- Imposes 
upon her ia of comparatively modem
